This measure, which has 
passed the Senate in two previous Con 
gtesses by big majorities, died with the ad- 
journment of the last sdssion due to the 
failure of the House and the Senate to yoie. 
it out of committee. 
Congress has enacted retirement legisla- 
tion for eight of the nine classes of officers 
Gisabied in the World War, the only officers 
being discriminated against being the dis- 
It 
is known that in the,House,'as in the Sen- 
ate, a majority fa performing this act 
of justice to these jong-suffering veterans.

Not want of heart, but want of thought, 
has left this blot om America’s record of re- 
membering gratefully and generously the 
services of all who have sacrificed their 
health and prospects in the service of the 
nation, Now that their countrymen. have 
been roused to the justice of their claims a 
concerted drive for the passage of legisla- 
tion for the retirement of our disabled 
emergency Army officers at an early date 
in the next Congress will compel the needed 
relief. / 

That the nation !s alive to the situation is 
seen in the number of State and national 
organizetions that are lined up on behalf of 
these neglected heroes. These tclude 
fourteen States legislatures, twenty-eight

From 1911 to 1924 the increase in average 
life expectancy was phenomenal. In those

notably the training of 4,000,000 men for 
the army, had much to do with it, too. Also, 
during the war the whole race of Amert- 
cans were intent upon moderation in their 
habits of life and while 4,000,000 young men 
were keeping physically fit in the field the 
other 100,000,000 Americans were eating 
with discretion or at least with more dis- 
eretion than during ordinary times. 

If any group of 4,000,000 men were now 
under the necessity of keeping physically 
fit, as were the soldiers of the years 1917-1, 
and were at the same time under rigid 
rules of inspection with every safeguard. 
‘against ill health and epidemics, there 
would be a certain increase in life expect- 
ancy next year and it would hold up for 
several years thereafter. It is not hazard- 
ing mich objection to state that thé Army's 
improvement and training of several mil- 
lion Ameriean men during the days of the 
war Saved far more lives than were actual- 
ly lost tn action. 

Fortunately sensible Americans are learn- 
ing the advantages of hygienic living, and 
within. a few years there may be nation- 
wide observance of the simple rules for

EYOND LEGAL PUNISHMENT 
A leper facing trial for manslaughter 
in North Carolina may never be tried for 
the reason that ff convicted he could not be 
subjected to punishment. Edward Peyton 
of the Carville (La.) Leprosarium killed an- 
other patient in a quarrel, It does not ap- 
pear that the case has a vestige of murder 
in it. Conviction for manslatighter would 
avail nothing, for if Peyton was convieted 
and sent to a penitentiary he would prompt- 
ly be sent right back to Carville—a proce- 
dure aniikely in practice which would more 
probably retain him in the leprosarium with 
a criminal record and a sentence imposstble 
of enforcement. 
Nin the Middle Ages the Roman Catholic 
Church refused lepers admission and made 
the exclusion fina) by funeral mass and a 
symbolic burial. The persone stricken by 
the disease are more fortunate now, many 
of thet: treated in early stages winning an 
apparent cure and all patients in the ¢ivil- 
iséa world enjoying the best possible treat- 
ment at all times. There is still such a 
mecessary condition of confinement attached 
to lepers, however, that when one faces the 
law there is hardly a punishment that can 
be measured for him worse than that laid 
upon him by the dread disease itself. In 
the case of Peyton, the indictment will very 
likely be quashed. Before his crime he suf- 
fered by nature more punishment than the 
law can give him. —
